Not Always Met by Dentist

Many of today’s dentists ave
still “otlivious to their profes-
c;onal responsibility™ to meet
a patient’s larger health needs,
the dean of the University of
Towa College of Dentistry sawd
Monday. ‘

Dean Donald J Galagan told
a conference of directors of den-
tal and speech pa'-ology - aud-
iology programs here that few
dentists are “as concerned as
they should be with the com-
prehensive management of var-
jous oral and facial defects”
ag they velate to the “total
health of the individual.”

“Unfortunately,” he said, “far
too many dentists are still con-
cerned primarily with the res-
toration and replacement of
teeth — and are technique or
process oriented.

“Few dentists, for example,
are able to recognize and par-
ticipate in the diagnosis and
treatment of certain speech de-
fects, and we still have a pro-

surgeon general and chief of
the Division of Denfal Heailth
